Due to archaeological excava- 
tions and by accident, the coins 
of late Hellenistic period were 
found in Artaxata, early Sassa- 
nian coins in Oshakan, Arab and 
Seljuq coins in Dvin. Also, coins 
were donated to the State Husewm 
of Armenian History which belong 
to the kings of the Artaxiad 
dynasty (Tigranes I, Artavasdes 
II, Artaxias II, Tigranes III, 
Tigranes IV and Erato, Artavas- 
des III). It is noteworthy that 
the finds of ancient Armenian 
copper coins remain rare in the 
northeast portion of historic 
Armenia. Generally, the copper 
coins of the Artaxiad kings were 
frequently found in the Armenian 
tlesopotamia, in the vicinity of 
ancient Mtsbin (Nisibis). YTN
